able to deposit the 175,000 to his 
personal credit a few days after J. 
F. McMurray had received $75,000 as 
attorney’s fees. 
Johnson has testified that he a1. 
* ways had 
approved of 
what 
are 
^ known as the present McMurray con­ 
tracts, which provide for the sale of 
$30,000,000. worth of land belonging 
to the Indians and which would al­ 
low McMurray IO per cent or $3,000,- 
000 in fees. He also had urged other 
Indians to sign them. He testified 
he was a particular friend of Mc­ 
Murray^. 
4 
Contracts Approved. 
Johnson testified in what are known 
as the citizenship cases several years 
ago. He approved of a contract in 
which McMurray got a salary of $5- 
000 a year and $2,700 a pear ex­ 
penses. A short time afterwards he 
approved another contract on which 
he, McMurray obtained for doing the 
•ame work, a contingent fee of $750,- 
000. The latter fee was to have been 
$1,500,000, but was cut down one-half 
by the government. 
“Why was it you were willing to 
give McMurray $750,000 for doing that 
for which he already was paid a sal­ 
ary?” 
asked 'Representative 
C. 
B. 
Miller of Minnesota. 
“Because we thought he earned it,” 
replied Chief Johnson. “He kept off 
the rolls 3,200 claimants to our prop, 
erty and thus saved us $5,000 for 
each person kept off, or a total of 
* 
$16,000,000. I would have been willing 
*? have paid him 50 per cent, or $8,- 
i^.OOO.” 
‘You were willing to give a .ittle 
graft money, in order to save that 
much land, is that all? .Yow tell us 
„ why it is that a few days after that 
\ $750,000 was paid to McMurray, yon 
were able to deposit to your personal 
* account in a bank at Denison, Tex., 
$75,000. Where did you get that $75,- 
0 0 0 ? ” 
v ‘ 
“I don t remember. I was dealing 
in cattle and my account varied, so 
I don’t remember.” 
“The depositing of $75,000 to your 
•(personal accounts produced go little 
impression on vour mind that you 
don’t remember? When you became 
chief or governor of your tribe, isn’t 
it a fact that your bank account was 


only five hundred dollars? How then 
will you be able to deposit $75,000 
just a short time after McMurray 
got his $750,000 fee.” 
Chief Johnson insisted that te did 
not remember. 
Asked why $8,100 in warrants for ex­ 
pense accounts rendered by McMur­ 
ray had been made out in his favor, 
Johnson explained he was accustomed 
to pay off the expense bills incurred 
by McMurray. Johnson said his sal­ 
ary as chief executive of his trib« 
was $4,000. In response to questions, 
the witness asserted he had never re­ 
ceived financial aid from McMurray 
He declared a majority of his tribe 
favored paying the McMurray $8, 
000,000 fee in the present proposed 
sale of land. 
Governor C. N. Haskell today tele­ 
graphed his willingness to testify, 
but probably will not be called. 
It was stated to the committee that 
other Indian witnesses who had said 
they waived the contracts, had asked 
to be recalled to the stand in con 
sequence of Chief Johnson’s testi­ 
mony.

I.art year ar effort was made to 
have a large number of clav samples 
shipped to 
Pittsburg 
and 
several 
hundred letters r/ere written to the 
owners of brick plants and clay de­ 
posits over the state in the endeavor 
to have a sufficient number of sam­ 
ples sent to Pittsburg. Mr. Snider 
was there three months but only 25 
samples 
came. 
Some 
fairly 
good 
clays were found but it was believ­ 
ed that more extensive investigations 
should be carried on. During 
the 
winter Mr. Snider wrote several hun­ 
dred more letters to interested part­ 
ies in all sections of Oklahoma and 
as a result something like 75 sam­ 
ples were sent to Pittsburg. These 
have been tested in the government 
testing plant at that place. 
The rests consist of making up bri- 
quetts on the regular type of brick 
machine, and noting the working and 
drying 
behavior 
of 
the different 
clays. After drying, the pieces were 
burned at different temperatures and 
the burning behavior and the color 
were carefully noted at the differ­ 
ent temperatures. The porosity of the 
burnt clay at all of the temperatures 
and the specific gravity and other 
properties were noted. From the por­ 
osity at the different temperatures, 
the suitability of the clays for the 
different clay products can be de­ 
termined. 
As a result of these tests Mr. Snid­ 
er bas foufid that Oklahoma possesses 
a relatively large number of high 
grade clays, particularly clay suit­ 
able for the manufacture of pressed 
brick, sewer 
piping, 
roofing 
and 
drain tile, paving brick, fire-proofing; 
also a small number of clays suit­ 
able for the manufacture of terra 
cotta and 
fire 
brick. 
Fortunately, 
much of this material is located in 
the coal, oil and gas fields of the 
state and near to transportation and 
growing towns. 
In other words the tests of the last 
two years have depnonstrated that 
Oklahoma possesses a large amount 
of high grade clay suitable for the 
manufacture of pressed brick and 
a great variety of clay products. This, 
of. course, means that, as soon as 
these industries are developed, Ok­ 
lahoma can retain at home all the 
money now being sent out of the 
state for these things.

WOMEN NOMINEES 


The Question Whether or Sot Wom­ 


en Are Eligible to Hold a Colin, 


ty Office WAI Be Tested. 


Guthrie, Okla., Aug. 17.—The nom­ 
ination of women for the office of 
register of deeds in four counties 
of Oklahoma at the recent primary 
brings squarely to a test the question 
of whether or not a woman is eligible 
to hold a county office without an 
amendment to the suffrage sections 
of the constitution. 
, The only' offices to which women 
are specifically made eligible by the 
constitution 
are 
commissioner 
of 
charities, county superintendent of 
•^public instruction and notary public! 
and Attorney General West has uni- 
formerly held when the question has 
•Ween put up to him for an opinion 
that-those are the only offices which 
a woman can hold. 
The women do not seem to agree 
with him, however, and 
this 
year 
there Were a number of women can­ 
didates who decided to test the m at­ 
ter. All of them seemed to aspire to 
the office of register of deeds. 
Woodward county. alone had three 
women candidates 
for 
that office. 
Mrs. Temple Houston and Miss Ruby 
* 'T urner on the democratic side, and 
Mrs. M. J. Weiglein on the republi­ 
can side. 
Acting under the attorney general’s 
opinion that women w ere not eligible 
to hold office, the county election 
board of Woodward county refused 
to put them on the ticket. 
Miss Turner, who has been clerk 
of the county court and is a very 
capable young woman, brought m an­ 
damus proceedings against the board 
to compel it to accept her filings and 
put her name on the b allo t 
Judge Louffbourrow in. the district 
court granted the w rit of mandamus 
prayed for. holding that the board’s 
duties were purely m inisterial and 
not judicial, and th at if a filing were 
in proper form it had to be accepted 
regardless of the subsequent results. 
The election board appealed the 
case to the supreme court, but that 
court did not reach a decision so the 
order of district court remains as 
before primary, an dmeanwhile the 
in force, which allows all of the can­ 
didates a place on the ballot.

Made With the Consent of President 


Taft—The Regulars are Still

in Control. 


(New York, Aug. 16. -T he New York 
State republican organization today 
defeated Theodore Roosevelt for the 
temporary chairm anship of the new- 
republican state convention and se­ 
lected Vice President James S. S her­ 
man for the position. 
The choice was made, it was un­ 
derstood, with the consent of 'Presi­ 
dent Taft and as an indorsement of 
the ‘National adm inistration. The com­ 
mittee meeting was held at the repub­ 
lican club .at noon. 
The organization leaders jumped 
into the front seat of the band wag­ 
on, seized 
the reins, cracked the 
standpat whip and were off for a 
wild and m erry dash through the 
next state campaign, regardless of 
what Mr. Roosevelt may think of 
their outfit, 
It took twenty state leaders just 
twenty minutes to pay off their col­ 
lective grudges of ten years against 
the lion hunter of Sagamore Hill. 
Disregarding the threats of pending 
calamity and warnings that they were 
throwing away the state election, they 
resolutely went at their task of ad­ 
m inistering a decisive defeat to Mr. 
Roosevelt. They made it clear that 
if the retired president is to again 
have a footing in slate politics be 
will first have to smash the old ma­ 
chine to small pieces. 
Ideyd €. Griscom* leafier of the 
New York county organization, head­ 
ed the insurgent movement. He pre­ 
sented 'Mr. Roosevelt and marshaled 
fifteen votes in his support. But the 
machine stood 
together 
and 
cast 
twenty votes for ^herm an. 
The state convention will be held 
at ^Saratoga on Sept. 27. 
After his defeat Mr. Griscom an­ 
nounced that Mr. 'Roosevelt would be 
in that convention as a delegate, and 
j i if not in the seat of chairman would 
have much to say from some other 
quarter of the hall. 
“ If the convention selects a man 
whom Mr. Roosevelt indorses he will 
give his support through the cam­ 
paign,” said Mr. Griscom. The infer­ 
ence was that if the convention did 
not follow’ the lion hunter’s advice 
he would oppose the candidate. Tt 
was 
gathered 
from 
Mr. Griscom’s 
rem arks that his^ mission of getting 
the president and retired president 
together had not met with much suc­ 
cess. 
When 'Mt. Taft was asked for his 
views on the plan of electing Mr. 
Roosevelt to the tem porary chairm an­ 
ship the president was said to have 
answered that be would be delight­ 
ed to see his predecessor active in 
New York state politics, strong em­ 
phasis being laid on the words “New 
York state politics.” 
Roosevelt's defeat today 
was 
the 
fourth he has sustained since he re­ 
entered the political arena a few’ 
weeks ago. He met with a decisive 
setback when he went to the support 
of Gov. Hughes’ direct prim ary nom­ 
inations bill; was unsuccessful again 
when he lent bis aid to the Gar- 
fleld-Pinchot insurgent movement in 
the Ohio State convention, and failed 
in his move to have 
his 
nephew, 
Theodore D. Robinson, nominated as 
a candidate for representative from 
Herkimer.

The old leaders were stanch and 
firm today. Their program was not 
decided upon in a moment, but was 
the outcome of long deliberation. Bv. 
ery possible contingency had been 
taken into consideration, and they 
were ready to go down together if 
necessary, but 
not 
to 
surrender. 
Their votes came with a positive ring. 
Into the “No,” with which they re­ 
jected Mr. Roosevelt’s name they put 
more feeling than is commonly ex­ 
pressed in a dozen words in a politi­ 
cal gathering.

They were obliged to borrow small 
boats to make the capture as the 
government owns no vessel. 
It is practically conceded that in 
the w’ant of some unknown leader, yet 
to rise, the capture yesterday of Gen. 
Manuel Bonilla and Lee Christmas 
will end the revolution in Honduras 
begun by the two men on July 19. 
It is felt, also, that no two men 
in the world are at this moment In 
a situation of more extreme delicacy, 
and that, while they probably will es­ 
cape with their lives, their escape 
will be due less to anything they can 
do for themselves than to the fact 
that their captors must recognize the 
unwisdom of provoking a reprisal 
from their hundreds of sympathizers 
and supporters. 
The revolt of July 19. had been 
planned for July 25. while it broke 
w 
prematurely, has been a serious m at­ 
ter for the Honduran government. 
General Manuel Bonilla achieved the 
presidency of Honduras a little more 
than ten years ago. as the result of 
an uprising against the then Presi­ 
dent Zelaya of Nicaragua, and the. 
jnan who had served as his instru­ 
ment as ruler of Honduras. He suc­ 
ceeded Senor Arras, w’ho succeeded 
Senor Policarpo. and after becoming 
president imprisoned Policarpo Bon­ 
illa and kept him prisoner at Teg- 
uligalpa until 1906.
